Capt. £. F. Spears Dead. 

Capt. E. F. Spears, one of Paris’ 
most prominent and highly esteemed 
•citizens, died at his home on High 
■street, Thursday morning at 6 o’clxk 
of heart trouble. 

In the passing away of Capt. Spears 
a devoted husband, a loving father, an 
honored business man, a brave soldier, 
a true and loyal friend has been re- 
mo /ed from our midst. 

Capt. Spears was bom in Paris in 
1810, and was the third son of Abram 
.Spears and Rebecca Ford. At the ace 
of thirteen he began to do for himself, 
being eariy in life trained to provide 
for his own necessities, and after meet- 
ing all of the obligations of life like a 
true man, he dies a wealthy man, leav- 
ing one of the largest and most pros- 
perous enterprises in our community, 
being at the head of the well-know 
firm of E. F. Spears & Sons. 

At the outbreak of the war he 
espoused the cause of the South, and 
volunteered his services in he Second 
Kentucky Infantry as private, he was, 
however, soon after elected First Lieu- 
tenant in Company “G,” know in his- 
tory as the “Orphan Brigade,” and 
for effective service rendered, he was 
promoted to a Captaincy, and bravely 
lea his company until the close of the 
war. During this time he participated 
in all the heavy battles in which his 
command was engaged, except Shiloh. 
He was three times wounded and once 
taken prisoner, yet through all, he ac- 
quitted himself as a true and gallant 
soldier. 

There are oniy three surviving mem- 
bers now ieft of the famous “Orphan 
Biiagde“ — J. F. McDonald, of Kan- 
sas City, now visiting friends here, 
John Carrington, of Nicholasville, and 
John Mahone, who has been an inmate 
of the county infirmary for twenty 
years, refusing a number of times to 
allow Capt. Spears to provide a home 
for him. 

Upon his return to Paris at the 
termination of the War, Capt. Spears 
engaged in the grocery business for 
two years with his brother, the late 
Henry Spears. In 1867 he engaged in 
business under the firm name of Wood- 
ford, Spears & Clay, which lasted for 
nine years when the firm dissolved. 
Capt. Spears then purchased the mill 
site on Stoner, now know as Spears’ 
Mill, whieh he conducted until he mov- 
ed to Paris in about 1886. 

In coming to Paris he purchased the 
coal, grain and seed business of his de- 
ceased brother, Mr. Wm. Spears, and 
for a number of years the firm name 
wu.j Spears & Stuart until the firm was 
dissolved and Capt. Spears then took 
his two sons, Woodford and Catesby, j 
into the business with him. 

In 1866 he married Miss Sallie Wood- ! 
ford, eldest daughter of the late John ■ 
T. YVoodord. To f^em were born five ; 
children. Miss Mary, John Woodford, 
Miss Lizzie. Catesby Woodford, an 4 
Keith Young Spears, who with their 
mother, survive. 

Capt. Spears was a consistent mem- 
ber of the Second Presbyterian church 
for years, and for a number of years 
has held the office of Elder. He wili 
be missed by his church. 

The funeral services will be helci^at 
the residence on Saturday morning at 
10 o’clock conducted by Rev. Dr. E. 
H. Rutherford.

Willson’s “Opening Gun ,, ( Proves 
to Be a Small Firecracker. 

The “opening gun” of the Republi- 
can campaign for State offices, fired at 
Maysville, Mason county by August E. 
Willson, the Gubernatorial nominee of 
that party, proved to be a small fire 
cracker indeed. From “twenty thous- 
and out of town people,” expected 
“for {Willson day,” and heralded ””by 
the Republican press of that section, 
the actual number present up on the 
occasion dwindled to less than “one 
thousand out of town people, an d that 
thousand, { missing the other n inetee n 
thousand promised to greet them, gave 
but little enthusiasm to the “auspici- 
ous occasion,” And this in the birtlv 
place of the Gubernatorial candidate 
and the home of the party nominee for 
second place on the Republican ticket. 

The initial speech of candidate Wil* 
son was a disappointment to Republi- 
cans and Democrats alike. Disappoint- 
ing to the Republieans_in thatjthey had 
been led to expect a bett er s peech from 
the man whom former Governor Brad- 
ley foisted upon them as their nominee 
and the head of their ticket .^ Dis aju 
pointing to them in that the speaker 
devoted his entire time to bidding fur 
Democratic votes by attempting to re- 
new the old “machine” fight within 
the Democratic party, which matter 
was disposed of in the campaign within 
the dominant party before the State 
primary election, instead of giving~to 
his followers some hope that Demo- 
cratic administration of public affairs 
in Kentucky for the pqst eight years 
could be successfully attacked by him- 
self, his fellow candidates, and Repub- 
lican orators in this campaign. The 
“occasion” was agreeably disappoint- 
ing to the Democratic leaders of Ken- 
tucky, for they really expected that 
Mr. Willson’s “opening” would bring 
many thousand of people to Maysville. 
Situated geographically where it was 
thought thousands of Republicans of 
Greenup, Lewis, Carter, Rowan and 
other counties of that section of Ken- 
tucky could be drawn upon toswell the 
crow-d, as well as bringing many from 
across the Ohio river, the meeting was 
expected to be a big affair, which 
might have a tendency to temporarily 
dishearten the faithful Democrats of 
that section. It was further disap- 
pointing in that Mr. Willson did not 
lay down the lines of his battle, instead 
of making a “home-coming” address, 
which would have better suited such 
an occasion as the “Home-coming” at 
Louisville some months ago. The Re- 
publican - candidates may deal out 
“words, words, words” for a week 
longer, but Democratic nominees and 
Democratic orators will then be after 
he and his political associates and they 
must march up and discuss live issues. 
They must give the newspapers what 
they really say and not what is prepar- 
ed for them to say to the voters from 
the stump, though in the instance of 
Mr. Willson s initial speech issues 
which will interest thel people of the 
State were not discussed in [either the 
“advance copy” speech or in the “de- 
livered” speech. Ever a dodger, as 
was his party when in convention as- 
sembled and live matters came before 
it, he dodged more clumsily than did 
that body upon the temperance issue, 
and thereby made thousands of votes 
over.Kentucky for the Democratic can- 
didates. 

Upon the subject of temperance the 
Republican platform, upon which Mr. 
Willson was placed by a convention of 
his party, has the following: 

“We favor the enactment and en- 
forcement of a uniform local option 
law, with the county as the governing 
unit.” 

Mr. Willson, in .his “advance copy” 
speech, differs from this platform, and 
makes the “precinct” the unit in local 
option elections. 1 He said: 

“I believe unrelentingly in the rule 
of the majority of country, of State, of 
county, city and precinct, even if the 
majority decides something that the 
minority seriously dislikes and objects, 
to, provided it is constitutional”. “I 
do not believe that absolute prohibition 
can be sustained in a large city,” said 
Mr. Willson, bidding for the saloon 
vote of the city of Louisville, and that 
of the city of Covington, which sent a 
special train of people to the speaking. 

This is what Mr. Willson “said” on 
this subject, as given out by himself 
before he said it. What he really did 
“say” has been taken by a stenogra-

ville, says that he “handed a lemon to 
the ‘grand stand’ temperance advo- 
cates and read hi§ ow-n platform, 
which, he said, he didn’t allow the 
President of the anti-saloon League to 
write for him either, and took a part- 
ing shot at the fellow from Missouri 
who wanted^ to be sworn, by adding 
that he wasn’t in the habit of answer- 
ing any questions that were accom- 
panied with a threat.” T ‘ 

15 What Mr. Willson denounced as ^a 
■‘threat” was, very probably, the writ- 
ten request of a temperance paper, 
published at Maysville, and of the 
anti-Saloon League of Kentucky, that 
he came straight out in the matter of 
temperance and did not attempt to hide 
behind a straight line on the party, 
and its utter silence in the matter of 
enforcement of the Sabbath observance 
laws of the State. 

True to his master’s teaching as to 
how to beguile the innocent appearing 
voter of Kentucky, Mr. Willson, like 
Mr. Bradley did in 1895, declared~that 
the Republicans L want to look at the 
books of the State, and that the peo- 
ple can only secure such a look by 
turning over ^the^ administration of 
affairs to the .'party led by himself. 
He charged “misdoings, almost

Republican State convention there 
were not enough candidates in the field 
for all offices to make up a full ticket 
to go on the ballot. 

Will Mr. Willson, if elected to the 
office of Governor, give freedom to 
Caleb Powers, W. S. Taylor, Jim How- 
ard, Charles Finley, Henry Youtsey 
and others, charged with |the foul as- 
assassintion of William Gobeel is the 
question very naturally being asked in 
many sections of Kentucky, where the 
name of the martyred Goebel is greatly 
revered. Of course, Mr. Willson, like 
Mr. Yerkes and Mr. Belknap, his [[pre- 
decessors in the matter of holding the 
Republican Gubernatorial nomination 
in Kentucky, will refuse to come 
straight out with an answer to this 
question. Why, he even refused to 
answer directly a question put as to 
his temperance view’s. But where he 
stands upon this proposition, and what 
he would do is plainly told in his 
Maysville speech, which marked the 
Republican campaign opening.

entrance, only twenty-five minutes be* 
ing consumed in a trip from the heart 
of the city. A loop gives to the street 
railway company a place to store 100 
cars at a time. Carriages and automo- 
biles can gain entrance off of a well* 
constructed boulevard running into 
the fair grounds, and intersecting at 
the other end, a half mile away, the 
Grand Boulevard which Is an extension 
of Third avenue. 



envelope is 120 feet in’ length and 
something like 35 feet in diameter. 
Beneath the envelope is the carrying 
car, 90 feet in length, and very closely 
resembling an ordinary streetcar. On 
cither side are two mammoth aero- 
planes with which the wind is resist- 
ed and the vessel propelled. 

'The secret of Captain Knaben- 
sbue’s success probably lies in the 
two delicately constructed engines of 
20 horse-power each, which furnish 
the driving power. These enable the 
craft to sail through the air at a 
speed of about CO miles an hour when 
all is cairn. This velocity is reduced 
tc 40 miles an hour in a moderate 
wind. However, Captain Knabenshue 
is able to sail under practically al- 
most any weather conditions. He sits 
at the bow of the vessel, guiding it 
i ft its journey^ while cushion seats are 
provided for the passengers. 

Visitors to the Fair who desire lo 
make trips with Captain Knabenshue 
will be accommodated as fast as pos- 
sible. Those who are timid and can 
only stand and view with amazement 
the marvelous product of man's skill 
and ingenuity will have an opportun- 
ity of a close inspection of the air- 
ship, which is to occupy a large aero- 
drome when not in operation.

If the commendatory expressions 
that have reached the State Board of 
Agriculture upon its action in the pur- 
chase from the Douglas Park Jockey 
Club of its grounds and buildings ie- 
fleet the sentiments of Kentuckians as 
a whole, there will be nothing hut 
plaudits eacaoed at the State Fair in 
Louisville, Sept. 16 to 21. Those who 
have looked fully into the matter, and 
especially those who are acquainted 
with the buildings and grounds, do not 
attempt to chain their enthusiasm. 
Vi'ith one accord, they pronounce the 
decision a most just one. 

As the Kentucky State Fair is a 
state institution, created by the Gener- 
al Assembly and operated by a body 
subject to its criticisms, and support- 
ed by a state appropriation, every citi- 
zen has the right, and should exercise 
it, to inspect closely the buildings and 
grounds that have been bought as a 
permanent home for the State Fair. 
They will have this opportunity during 
six great days, beginning Sept. 1G, 
which have been given over to the 
3907 exhibition. 

To prepare them for such an in- 
spection, a brief description will be 
given. The grounds cover 129 acres, 
and the improvements, being both 
new and modern, are worth in excess 
of $200,000. There is an immense 
grand staud of steel and concrete and 
excellently constructed stables, both 
for exhibition purposes and for stall 
use. Those at all familiar with Louis- 
ville know that the mile track is 
acknowledged to be tlie fastest for 
trotting exhibitions in this country, if 
not in the world. There is a splendid^ 
stand of good grass and large trees 
are studded throughout the grounds. 

Many advantages might be enumer- 
ated, but among the greatest is that 
of transportation facilities. Both steam 
and electric are unsurpassed. The 
Louisville & Nashville Railroad com- 
pany finds the fair grounds on their 
main line and has a switch running 
the full length of one side, making the 
fair grounds most accessible to all 
classes of exhibitors. Every exhibitor 
will recognize in this a great advant- 
age. 

The crowds that are expected to at- 
tend the fair will .be .adequately 



State Fair at Louisville Will Be a 
Memorable Occasion. 

Everything is in readiness for the 
opening of the State Fair in Louisville 
for the week of Sept. lGth. 

The entries made in. all departments 
exceed the most sanguine expectations 
of the State Fair otlicers. Undoubted- 
ly the live stock exhibits, as well as 
those in other departments, will be in 
keeping with State Fairs that are 
many years older than Kentucky’s in- 
stitution. 

With seventeen exhibit departments 
the visitor will have enough to see for 
several days; indeed it is not expeefed 
that anyone could fully cover the Ken- 
tucky State Fair in one day’s time. 

Passing from the exhibit depart- 
ntents to the amusement features, it 
may be said without fear of contradic- 
tion that the biggest attractions of the 
kind that were c*ver secured for a 
State Fair have been contracted for by 
the State Board of Agriculture, under 
whose auspices is to be held perma- 
nently in Louisville the State Fair. 

The State Board '■has pulled itself 
away from the old id^as of carnival 
companies, etc. It has closed con- 
tracts only for the biggest amusement 
features. There will be about ten of 
these, but they will represent more 
genuine amusements than one hundred 
small carnival shows. 

The fireworks exhibition at night, 
when the Eruption of Vesuvius is re-; 
produced, will prove a great card. 

In addition to ail this Captaia Knn 
benshue will personally appear at the 
Fair in his new passenger-carrying 
airship. 

There will also be balloon races and 
captive balloons. 

If you want to see- all of the State 
Fair this year we would advise you to 
come prepared to stay several day3. 



This, in brief, describe^ the passen- 
ger-carrying airship just invented by 
Captain Roy Knabenshue of Toledo, 
O., the first American to master the 
problem of aerial navigation. Captain 
Knabenshue will personally appear at 
the Kentucky State Fair to be held 
in Louisville under the auspices of the 
State Board cf Agriculture, during the 
week of Sept. 1G, and present to the 
public the first passenger-carrying air- 
ship in the world’s history. Many 

V 

years have been devoted by Captain 
Knabenshue toward the perfection of 
a craft that will sail thi? uncharted 
skies. It was he who made the first 
flight in an airship in America. This 
teat was accomplished in October, 
1904, at the St. Louis World’s Fair, 
and attracted the attention of the 
civilized world. Since then he has 
worked assiduously to the end now at- 
tained. Midnight oil was burned ail 
last winter^ in putting his ideas to- 
gether, and at last his efforts are 
crowned with success. 

At a great expenditure his services 
and those of his passenger-carrying 
airship have been secured for Ken- 
tucky State Fair. His only appearance 
in Kentucky or Southern Indiana is to 
be made at the metropolis of the 
State during State Fair week. Indeed, 
he is to make only five other appear- 
ances during the year, two of which 
will be in New York City, sailing over 
Manhatten Island, and at. the James- 
town Exposition, sailing over Hamp- 
ton Roads. Easily the engagement of 
Captain Knabenshue and his passen- 
ger-carrying airship are the biggeet 
attractions secured by any State Fair 
in the country. 

The secret of the invention is being 
guarded closely by the Toledo man, 
but he has consented to give to tne 
public a brief description. The ves- 
sel as a whole has but a faint resem- 
blance to the smaller crafts of the 
kind which have heretofore been 
shown in this country. There is used 
an elongated gas bag constructed of 
thousands of yards of imported silk 
of the finest texture, which has a ea

Many handsome pieces of sterling 
silver plate are to be awarded at the 
Kentucky State Fair. Among these 
are a liundred-dollar cup offered by 
the American Saddle Horse Breeders’ 
Association, two silver cups given by 
Cel. W. J. Hog^p, cne each by Pow- 
battan stock farm, Smyser Bros., J. 
M. Sharp and W. T. Hayes. 

The big amount of premiums offer- 
ed by the Board of Agriculture at the 
Kentucky State Fair is supplemented 
as follows: By tie Short Hern Breed- 
ers’ Association, $G79; by the Here- 
ford Association, $300; by the Polled 
Durham Association, $200; by the 
American Hampshire Sheep Associa- 
tion, $22, and by the Oxford Down 
Sheep Association, $45. 

Commissioner of Agriculture Vree- 
land has offered special premiums for 
the Kentucky State Fair aggregating 
$100 in the poultry department. 50 in 
the vegetable and melon department, 
$175 in the field seed and grain de- 
partment, $113 on alfalfa, navy beans 
and corn, $50 on tobacco and $50 m 
horticulture.

[Special Correspondence.] 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 22.- 
Tne speeches of Secretary Taft and 
President Roosevelt, are, of course the 
chief political news of the week. As 
the American people like their politics 
at first hand, it is hardly worth while 
to spend time bothing with what Mr. 
Taft says when we can get it hot from 
the griddle from the real oracle him- 
self. As the President has been silent 
fur such a long time— for him -what 
he now says has no doubt been care- 
fully considered and must be taken as 
expressing his deliberate policy in 
dealing with public affairs. One of 
the most extraordinary statements ever 
made by a President of the United 
States is President Roosevelt’s declara- 
tion that he should enforce the law 
against rich and poor alike. As that is 
the sworn duty of all Presidents, it 
should go without saying. The effort 
of.politicians and financiers to induce 
the President to say “something reas- 
suring” seems to have had effect for 
ne declared “that we have undertaken 
and will undertake no action of R vin- 
dictive tpye and above all no action 
shall inflict great or unmerited suffer- 
ing upon the innocent stockholders and 
upon the public as a whole.” This 
was taken oy Wall Street as meaning 
that the administration would not 
“run amuck” and railroad and trust i 
stocks closed at substantial advances.
